The present application deals with 1 ,4-di-piperidin-4-yl-piperazine derivatives having 
neurokinin antagonistic activity, in particular NK^ antagonistic activity. 

The closest prior art is disclosed in document D1. Document D1 describes 1-piperidin- 
4-yl-piperazines having tachykinin antagonistic activity, in particular substance P 
antagonistic activity (a neurokinin) and are therefore useful for the treatment of the 
same kind of diseases as the compounds of the present application. 

The difference of the compounds of D1 with the compounds of the present application 
is that the compounds of the present application bear a piperidin-1 -ALK-Y-ALK-L-4-yl 
group on the piperazine whereas the compounds of D1 bear a L group. In the closest 
case L in D1 is a directly bonded benzimidazole or benzimidazolidone in which the 
benzimidazole is further substituted by an alkyl group (closest case of the present 
application is where Y=bond, ALK=alkyl and L=H). The difference is that in D1 the 
compounds have a benzimidazole group where the compounds of the present 
application have a piperidine group. 

The problem underlying the present application was to provide alternative compounds 
with neurokinin activity. A skilled person would not, starting from the subject-matter of 
D1 , replace the benzimidazole group for a piperidine group as he would not have an 
incentive to do so. 

Therefore is the subject-matter of the present application considered to involve an 
inventive step with regard to Article 33(3) PCT. 
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
